No immediate medical in- 
formation on his condition 
was available. 


Disarmament 
Talks Flare 
Up in Geneva 


GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States charged Wednesday that 
Russia wants to bury the nu- 
clear test ban talks in the un- 


wieldy general disamament ne- 
gotiations. 


US. delegate Arthur H. Dean 
told the 318th session of the 
marathon talks that the Soviet 
demand for a veto on the pro- 
posed control system was com- 
pletely unacceptable to the West. 


He charged that Soviet dele- 
gate Semyon K. Tsarapkin “Has 
made it entirely clear that the 
Wegt must adopt every Soviet 
Pp l in every detail or there 
could be no chance of agree- 
ment on a treaty.” 


Tsarapkin suggested Monday 
that if the three-nation talks 
continued in their present stale- 
mate, they should be incorporat- 
ed in the general East-West dis- 
armament conference schedul- 
ed to resume here next month. 
All previous disarmament nego- 
tiations have ended in failure 
over the Soviet refusal to dis- 
cuss adequate control measures. 
The separate nuclear test ban 
talks have at least drafted a 
framework for a control sys- 
tem, but were thrown back into 
deadlock by the new Soviet veto 
demand earlier this year. 


Dean said the test ban talks 
would “submerged in the 
massive agenda” of general dis- 
armament discussions and would 
be further complicated by the 
entry of new countries un- 
familiar with the complex two- 
and-half-year-old nuclear talks. 


Tsarapkin charged that it was 
the West, and not the Russians, 
which refused to compromise. 
He again said the Western con- 
trol proposals were “Complete- 
ly and absolutely unacceptable 
and clearly an ultimatum ... 
designed to mislead world pub- 
lic opinion that it is the Soviet 
Union which is holding up 
agreement on a treaty.” 


Resume Tests: Holifield 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
chairman of the U.S. Joint Con- 
gressional, Atomic Committee 
said Wednesday the United 
States should get ready to re- 
sume underground nuclear 
testing while continuing nego- 
tiations with the Russians. 


Representative Chet Holifield, 
(Dem-Calif.), said in,a speech 
prepared for House delivery 
that Moscow's unyielding atti- 
tude on test ban controls de. 
manded a reappraisal of Ameri- 
can policy and action based on 
the assumption that the Soviets 
“have tested, or will test, if 
they think they can get away 
with it.” 


He also called for an immedi- 
ate go-ahead on underground 
nuclear shots to develop seimic 


detection, giving the Soviets 
full information about the ex- 
periments. 


K’chev to Give 
Radio-TV Talk 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev will follow 
President Kennedy's lead Thurs- 
day night by making a nation- 
wide. radio-television broadcast 
on his summit talks with Ken- 
nedy in Vienna. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
said Wednesday Khrushchev’'s 
speech will be broadcast at 8 
p.m. Moscow time, 

Kennedy made a report to the 
nation on the summit talks over 
a nationwide  radio-television 
hookup the day after he return- 
ed from Europe.

In nearby Geneva, rebel 
spokesman Redha Malek blamed 
France for the adjournment 
and told a packed news confer- 
ence that the French delega- 
tion had rejected an Algerian 
request to continue the talks. 

Malek said the French dele- 
gation had refused to limit the 
adjournment to eight days or to 
meet later this week to consider 
ways of easing the deadlock. 

“Draw your own conclusions, 
I have no comment to make,” 
Malek said. 

Joxe was grim-faced when he 
faced some 70 reporters in 
Evian’s cavernous press center. 

One by one, he listed the ma- 
jor differences between France 
and the rebels which include 
the future of the mineral-rich 
Sahara Desert, the status of Al- 
geria’'s European minority and 
the rebel refusal to agree to a 
ceasefire. 

He hinted that the recent ses- 
sions with the rebel delegation 
headed by tough ex-guerrilla 
Belkacem Krim have brought no 
progress and that, in the French 
view, “the risk was too great 

- « to clash all the time, to 
continue the sterile encounters.” 

Malek said Krim would give 
a news conference Wednesday 
to explain the rebel point of 
view. 

The rebel delegation had 
come to Evian repeating the 
basic principles of the Algerian 
revolution. “It is not up to us 
to seek a compromise,” a rebel 
official said curtly last week. 

The French believe they have 
made a number of gestures that 
should have eased the tense 
atmosphere of the talks. The 
rebels branded all French 
moves—like the unilateral 
ceasefire in Algeria—as colonial- 
ist maneuvers. 

In Paris, President Charles de 
Gaulle Wednesday summoned 
his special Algeria committee to 
meet with him following the in- 
definite suspension of the 
French-Algerian peace talks at 
Evian-les-Bains Tuesday. 

The meeting, set for late Wed- 
nesday afternoon, wiil group 
Prime Minister Michel Debre, 
Jean Morin, top administrator in 
Algeria; Gen. Charles Ailleret, 
commander in chief in Algeria; 
Gen. Jean Olie, chairman, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff; and Algerian 
Affairs Minister Louis Joxe, who 
led the French negotiators at 
Evian. 


Any decisions made by the 
committee will probably not be 
announced until after a full- 
scale Cabinet meeting set for 
Thursday -morning. 


Queen Mother Breaks

LONDON (UPI)—Queen Eli- 
zabeth, the Queen Mother, has 
cracked a small bone in her foot, 
it was announced Wednesday. 

The announcement did not ex- 
plain how she suffered the in- 
jury. It said the Queen Mother 
will be forced to cancel all offici- 
al engagements for the rest of 
the month.

Ikeda Addresses Governors 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
yesterday stressed the need for 
continued efforts to ensure 
maintenance of public peace 
and order. 


He was addressing a meeting 
of governors of all prefectures 
of the country held yesterday 
at his official residence. 


Ikeda told the governors he 
deplored the confusion in the 
final days of the last Diet ses- 
sion and said he saw a thorny 
road for democratic govern- 
ment in Japan. 


But he was determined to 
maintain his policy of genero- 
sity and forbearance in carry- 
ing out democratic government. 


Although the fiscal 1961 na- 
tional budget and many other 
important bills were passed by 
the last Diet, some important 
bills had to be scrapped because 


of the confusion that dominated 
the last sessions. 


Therefore, Ikeda said, he hop- 
ed to convene an extraordinary 
session to consider these im- 
portant bills. 


Referring to his trip to the 
US. next week, Ikeda said he 
hoped to exchange frank opin- 
ions with U.S. leaders concern- 
ing matters of common interest 
with a view toward further 
cementing the friendly relations 
and deepening mutual under- 
standing between the two coun- 
tries. 


Also addressing the govern- 
ors’ gathering, Finance Minis- 
ter Mikio Mizuta drew the at- 
tention of his audience to the 
rising consumer and wholesale 
prices. 


He interpreted the rising con- 
sumer prices as a sign of the 


narrowing of the wage gaps in 
the process of economic growth. 


As for the rise in wholesale 
prices, he said, it is confined to 
specific goods and is already 
starting to level out. 


Referring to the trade deficits 
since January, Mizuta said they 
could not be avoided for some 
time because they were caused 
by slow exports to the U.S. and 
temporary and seasonal imports 
for building up inventory. 


However, he said, since the 
U.S. business is recovering a 
gradual lessening of the deficits 
may be expected. 

Thus, he said there is no need 
to revise the Government's 
basic economic policy.

NEW YORK—A Japanese De- 
fense Agency official is heading 
for the Congo to study United 
Nations police force operations 
and related problems. 

He is Hidejiro Kotani, profes- 
sor at the National Defense 
College (Boel Kenshujo). Now 
staying in New York going 
over U.N. documents 2n the in- 
ternational body’s emergency 
forces, he is scheduled to spend 
three weeks in the Congo begin- 
ning Aug. 25, He arrived here 
early this month. 

Kotani told The Japan Times 
in an exclusive interview that 
he was the first Defense Agency 
official to be sent abroad for a 
firsthand study of the U.N. 
police forces. But he dismissed 
any possible link between his 
mission and overseas dispatch 
of Self-Defense Forces troops. 

“My primary mission is to 
study how the United Nations 
emergency forces contribute to 
safeguarding of peace,” he said. 

“The present domestic situa- 
tion precludes the possibilities 
of sending Self-Defense Forces

The 4l-yearold official ex- 


pressed his personal view in 
favor of Japan’s participation 
in the U.N, police forces, how- 
ever. 

Kotani said that the U.N. 
emergency forces were created 
not for waging war but for 
revention of War.

as guardian of world peace, 
then she should join the organi- 
zation’s emergency forces in 
whatever form appropriate if 
called on. 

“The appropriate form” in- 
cludes sending of medical corps

S. Rhodesia Leader 
Threatens to Quit 


SALISBURY, Southern Rho- 
desia (UPI)—Premier Sir Edgar 
Whitehead said Tuesday night 
he would resign immediately if 
the new Southern Rhodesian 
constitutional proposals were 
rejected in the July 26 refer 
endum. 


“I would find it impossible 
to carry on,” he said at a press 
conference after the proposals, 
and a declaration of rights for 
blacks and whites in the colony, 
were announced in London, 

If they lost by one vote, he 
said, he would try again in a 
general election. “If defeated 
by 10,000 votes,” he added, “I 
would take up farming.” 

But Whitehead confidently 

redicted there would be a 
avorable vote on July 26. The 
new Constitution, he said, 
sweeps away archaic restric- 
tions and is an “enormous im- 
provement on the old Constitu- 
tion.” 

He said the Rhodesian federa- 
tion could not survive a rejec- 
tion of the Constitution as pro 
posed after extensive talks with | 
the British Government.

HAVANA @PI)—The Castro 
Government said Wednesday it

That is the only basis on 
which the three invasion com- 
meanders will be freed, the Gov- 
ernment-controlled morning 
newspapers announced. 


The announcement came as 
American farm experts were 
expected to start negotiations 
here on Premier Fidel Castro’s 
proposed exchange of U.S.-made 
tractors for the 1,200 captured 
invaders. 

The leaders of the invasion 
were Manuel Artime, Jose San 
Roman, and Rafael Bolivar 
Fuentes. 

Artime will be freed in ex: 
change for Francisco (the 
Hook) Molina, pro-Castro Cuban 
now awaiting sentencing in 
New York on a murder charge, 
the newspapers said. 

Bolivar entes will be re- 
leased in exchange for Henry 
Winston, 50-year-old Negro lead- 
er of the U.S. Communist, Party. 
Winston is in prison. 

San Roman will be exchanged 
for Pedro Albizu Campos, aged 
and ailing leader of the anti- 
American Nationalist Party in 
Puerto Rico who was convicted 
of trying to foment a revolution 
against U.S. authority several 
years ago. 

There was no indication, how- 
ever, whether the Government 
is willing to accept the tractors 
and terms set by the Americans 
for the release of the other 
prisoners. . 


NEW YORK (UPI)—British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Home 
denied Tuesday any major 
policy difference on East-West 
matters between the United 
States and Britain, and urged 
continued negotiations on world 
problems. 

Lord Home arrived from 
London for a four-day visit to 
the United States. He went 
immediately to meet with 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold. 

Lord Home said the purpose 
of his visit to the United States 
was to freshen “Britain's look 
at international affairs in the 
present day.” 

He acknowledged that there 
were “some differences of 
opinion among the allies” on 
the issue of Berlin, but denied 
that these differences were of 
major proportions.

He said the West intends to 
stand together against any pos- 
sible Communist threat against 
the divided city. However, he 
said he foresaw no immediate 
crisis. 


“Whether there is a crisis or 
not is up to Mr. Khrushchev,” 
he said. “We are perfectly 
satisfied with the status quo.” 


On the matter of East-West 
negotiations on Laos and nu- 
clear disarmament, Lord Home 
said the talks must continue as 
long as there is any possibility 
of success. 

He was to travel by train to 
Washington Tuesday night for 
meetings Wednesday with Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk. 

“We want to follow up our 
discussions in London last week 
on Berlin and other topics,” he 
said.

The United States now has 
692 army, navy and air force 
officers in the Military Assis- 
tance Advisory Group in Viet- 
nam under the command of Lt. 
Gen. Lionel C. McGarr. 

In addition, about 70 more 
U.S. military experts in guer- 
rilla warfare have arrived to 
assist in antiguerrilla tactics.

GENEVA (UPI)—The 
pro-Western Foreign 
Minister of South Viet- 
nam, in the wake of 
fresh reports of Com- 
munist truce violations in 
Laos, Wednesday demand- 
ed “an effective ceasefire” 
before hard negotiations 
begin on the future of the 


Southeast Asian kingdom. 


South Vietnam Fore 
Minister Vu Van Mau told the 
14 nations Laos ace con- 
ference that it should also mark 
time until the three rival 
Princes of Laos hold their 
“summit” meeting in Zurich on 
Saturday. 

Vu, in opening the 16th ses- 
sion of the conference, tackled 
head-on complaints by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko Tuesday that the Western 
powers were “sitting counting 
the swans on Lake Geneva” in- 
stead of getting down to the 
main work of drafting a neutra- 
lity pact for Laos. 

Gromyko dismissed reports of 
Communist ceasefire violations 
as “delaying tactics” and said 
if there were any truce infrac- 
tions they were American in- 
spired. 

“The Government of the Re- 
public of Vietnam deems it ¢s- 
sential to recall a fundamental 
position which too often has 
been forgotten today,” Vu told 
the conference. “Our confer- 
ence should only meet after es- 
tablishment of an effective 
ceasefire in Laos. 

Vu told the conference that 
Gromyko Tuesday omitted a 
vital part of the Kennedy- 
Khrushchev summit communi- 
que on Laos when he referred 
to the importance attached by 
the Soviet and American lead- 
ers to reaching an agreement in 
Laotian neutrality. 

“We regret Gromyko did not 
report the communique in full,” 
Vu _ said. 

If the two leaders agreed on 
neutrality in Laos, he said, “they 
also stressed the importance of 
an effective ceasefire.”

Gov't Protests

The Foreign Office yesterday 
lodged a formal protest with 
the Republic of Korea Govern- 
ment in connection with the 
seizure of a Japanese fishing 
boat, the Kikue Maru, Monday. 

The protest was conveyed to 
Park Chang Jun, ROK represen- 
tative in Japan, by tsushi 
Uyama, counselor of the For- 
eign Office Asian Affairs Bureau. 

The Gaimusho had already 
made an oral protest Monday 
against what it termed “illegal” 
seizure of the fishing boat by 
the ROK. 

In the note of protest, the 
Foreign Office requested the Ko- 
rean Government to return 
the boat. It also said Japan 
would reserve the right to de- 
mand payment for the damage 
caused during capture.

In German 
Train Crash 


STUTTGART (AP)—Thirty- 
five persons were killed and 
47 injured in a head-on colli- 
sion of two commuter trains at 
nearby Esslingen near here 
Tuesday night, 


According to railway officials 
the two trains loaded with 
homebound commuters smash- 
ed into each other when the 
engineer of the Stuttgart-bound 
train overshot a red stop sig- 
nal and plowed into the oncom- 
ing Esslingen-bound train. 


Commuter rail traffic on this 
particular stretch has been on 
one single track since the road- 
bed was undergoing repairs. 


Workers who had been stand- 
ing near the scene of the crash 
said the two trains thundered 
into each other with a deafen- 
ing roar, accompanied by a 
brilliant flash from a break in 
the power lines: 


According to the witnesses, 
the two locomotives reared 
high up into the air and then 
rolled down the embankment 
toward the Neckar River edge.

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Movies in Review 


- Phe Misfits” 


By MARY EVANS 


“The Misfits,” directed by 
John Huston, written by play- 
wright Arthur Miller for his 
then wife Marilyn Monroe and 
costarring the late Clark Gable, 
is a very imperfeot picture, but 
like many imperfect things, is 
very stimulating. 


Much of the trouble, and 
much of the interest, in “The 
Misfits” lies with Miller's script. 
Miller has been experiencing 
an uncreative period since his 
series of theatrical suaqcesses 
(“Death of a Salesman,” “The 
Crucible,” ete.); such lulls often 
invite sour second looks from 
the critics and may produce a 
somewhat shaky dramatic hand. 


Miller’s script has in it much 
that is brave, one might add 
very biographical, and quite 
illuminating. But it suffers 
from the cardinal cinematic sin 
of constantly commenting on 
what should only be shown (all 
the characters keep saying how 
very alive Miss Monroe is, per- 
haps because in fact she 
appears tired). 


The script is repetitious and 
worse, requires of Miss Monroe 
self-conscious, arty lines no ac- 
tress could put over; with his 
other characters Miller keeps 
his remarkable command over 
casual American English. One 
must not forget that Miller is a 
man of intelligence and inte- 
grity making an all-out effort 
to say something. “The Misfits” 
may turn out to be the work- 
sheet for something quite good; 
it has the struggling, slightly 


diffuse quality of thinking out 
loud. That doesn’t make it a 


perfect movie, but it does make 
it worth seeing. 


Miller’s script may probably 
be seen as his attempt to 
explain the phenomenon of 
Marilyn Monroe, what she is 
like, and what her meaning is 
to the public. Monroe is por- 
trayed as a divorcee in Reno 
who is persuaded by a sympa- 
thetic woman, plus cowboy 
Clark Gable and mechanic Eddy 
Wallach, to stay on for a while 
to try to find herself. She 
stays, falls in love with Gable, 
and admires him for his gentle- 
ness until she learns that he 
makes his living, and keeps 
free of a fixed job, by rounding 
up wild horses for sale as dog, 

Monroe, who abhors 
violence and killing, watches 
the sorry spectacle, is sickened, 
and her reaction influences the 
men to give up the hunt. 


The horses presumably are a 
symbol of the natural; man 
once could find himself by con- 
quering nature, as he once 
hunted mustangs only to tame 
them. Now, as Gable puts it, 
“it is all different.” Con- 
quering nature has come to 
mean exploiting it. If one can 
conquer nature without exploit- 
ing it, as Gable subdues a stal- 
lion and then lets it go, that 
action is good. Without this 
one must find some other way 
to discover meaning.

‘Waga Shogai wa Hi no Gotoku Desu’ 


A charming half hour .or so

| Desu” (Our Life is Like a Fire), 
'a color film directed by Hileo 


Sekigawa, a talented director 


| who gets a few chances to show 
ioff in this tribute to firemen, 


peace, and purity. Unless you 
happen to harbor a secret re- 
sentment against firemen, for 
not having announced enough 
fires to suit your infant taste, 
you will find little to disagree 
with, or even to think about, 
in this film except for ver 
brief moments of anti-Ameri- 
canism. But you might find 
considerable pleasure in the 
first half of this film, which 
starts way back in the days 
when everybody really did wear 
kimono and when fire engines 
really had steam boilers which 
had to be lit for each fire call 
and when firemen ran ahead on 
foot through the narrow lanes 
carrying a kind of black and 
white fire company insignia. 
The hero-fireman is played by 
Rentaro Mikuni, a very good 
actor who always seems to 
suggest he has in fact for a 
long time been living the life 
he is portraying. Mikuni was 
a wild yeung fellow sent to do 
forced labor in the Hokkaido 
mines for his youthful mishaps. 
One wouldn't say the mine 
scenes are charming, but very 
soon the hero escapes and runs 
away through some beautiful 
silvery woods and takes amus- 


ing long tumbles down steep 


snowy hillsides. 


Back in Tokyo he gets into 
a well-engineered brawl using 
a festival lantern as a weapon 
but is arrested by a friend who 
leads him back to waiting wife 
and child.

gram “A Bout de _ Souffle” 
(Breathless). Only the film’s 
author Jean Valere, 37, does 
not see himself as a new 
wavist but offers a different 
kind of consciousness on the 
subject of Being. 

The subject of “Les Grandes 
Personnes” is not particularly 
new since it concerns solely with 
love a woman feels toward a 
man and vice versa. But Jean 
Valere has his qwn approach to 
it which is not commercial 
though the result of the 
approach may be commercial. 
Valere first chose actors and 
wrote the story for them and 
projected their natural selves 
on the characters rather than 
the other way round. The re- 
sult is a startlingly convincing 
film in which human beings, 
not actors, seem to react to 
life’s situations. 


In the manner Valere directs 
his players, one feels his 
human concern for four of 
them in particular: Michele 
Preslie as the central figure, a 
designer successful in her 
career but agonized in her love 
life; Jean Seberg, as a totally 
innocent 19-year-old from Ameri- 
ca ex to the emotional 
vicissitudes of Paris; Francoise 
Prevost, Micheline’s assistant de- 
signer, a glorified country girl 
at heart aspiring to be a Pari- 
sienne; and Maurice Ronet, un- 
predictable but passionate lover 


to all three at one time or 
other. 

As in Goddard's “A Bout de 
Souffie,” Jean Seberg functions 


as the catalyst: an American 
girl in Paris whose wide-eyed 
innocence and love of what is 
French helps the French look 
at what goes on inside them- 


| selves with greater detachment. 


And what the film seeks to look 
at with detachment is the na- 
ture of an emotion commonly 
called love and the way this 
emotion drives human beings.

e is not guilty of it and his 
“Les Grandes Personnes” faces 
the question with unconvention- 
al freshness of mind. It does 
not hasten to reach conclusions 
moral or psychological. It does 
not seem even to believe in con- 
clusions. All it does is to keep 
on asking and brooding about 
the primary question. 

The film is totally uncon- 
cerned about telling a story. 
The camera mutely and stolidly 
follows Michele, the chief de- 
signer of a large modern 
clothes shop, from her execu- 
tive’s desk to the interior of a 
taxi and then to that of her 
flat.

Jean Seberg admirably plays 
the 19-year-old innocent, 
much of this film rests with 
her ability to look the part.

sian world of haute-couture by 
her patroness. 

Part of the film’s distinction 
lies in its treatment of “Phil- 
ippe” played by Maurice Ronet 
with considerable insight.

Shin Toho Stops

Speaking before the interna- 
tional management division of| 
the American Management As- 
sociation in New York Yeiichi 
Kuwayama, manager of the New 
York office of Nomura Securities 
Co., Ltd., said the “truly signi- 
ficant difference in the capital 
markets of Japan and U.S. is 
that there is too much depend- 
ence on bank credit in Japan as 
compared to the United States 
as shown by the capital struc- 
ture of Japanese corporations 
which have more debt than 
equity.” 

“The Japanese,” he _ said, 
“normally borrow for long-term 
needs more from banks than is 
customary in the U.S.” 

It therefore follows, Kuwa- 
yama explained, that banks in 
Japan, as a result, have over- 
extended their credit in relation 
to their reserves. 

Kuwayama pointed out that 
this situation evolved because 
the need for capital formation 
was large in relation to Japan’s 
gross national product. He 
added that Japan’s rate of cap- 
ital formation had been greater 
than that registered in any 
other country in the world.

He said that mem- 
bership on the Tokyo stock 
exchange, for example, was 
done by corporations rather 
than by individuals as in the

Plant, Equipment Investment 


The potent factor in the cur- 
rent buoyant and boomish busi- 


ness situation is the fast and | 


enduring plant and equipment) ;;,.. 


investment pace, induced to a 
significant degree by ithe 
“growth mood” engendered by 
the Government. 

Indeed, the business “mind” 
is deeply intoxicated with the 
growth sentiment. This is all 
well and to the good if the 
other influential economic indi- 
cators are falling in line, such 
as prices and the balance of 
payments. But since about! 
January these have been turn-| 
ing in the wrong airection, 
which fact has given rise to 
some soul-searching queries, one_ 
of which is, “is the investment | 
pace too fast for a healthy and | 
sound development of the econ: | 
omy?” And if so, “what is the | 
proper relationship between in- 
vestment and the other eco- 
nomic indicators both for the 
short and long run periods?” 
These are hard economic facts 
of life that must be moet square- 
ly and answered reasonably 
soon. 


Factors in the economic scene 
which function to accelerate the 
plant and equipment pace are 
rising factory operating ratio, 
rising business profits, easier 
bank credits (lower bank loan 
rate) and bigger Treasury ex- 
penditures. These make for 
bigger machinery orders both 
from home and overseas 
sources. Compared with previ- 
ous year periods, machinery 
orders have been rising by 
about 50 per cent. Factory 
operating ratio attained the 
peak of 87.5 per cent last March. 

Comparison of economic 
growth rates for the five years 
between 1956 and 1960 of the 
principal industrial nations re-

veals the astonishingly high 
Japanese growth rate. The | 
nominal rising rates (at pre-| 


vailing prices compared with 
the previous year) were; Japan

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Disarmament Negotiations 

The old problem of disarmament is perhaps about to 
take a new turn. Soviet Russia formally proposed at 
Geneva on Monday that the three-power nuclear test ban 
talks be merged with the forthcoming renewed negotia- 
tions on disarmament. 

Soviet Russia and the United States are due to start 
talks in Washington next Monday with the object of set- 
ting the scene for the renewal of the long-drawn-out and 
hitherto fruitless disarmament negotiations. The Russian 
and American representatives, Mr. Valerian Zorin and Mr. 
John McCloy respectively, will discuss the time, place and 
makeup of a committee meeting to resume the disarma- 
ment negotiations which broke down last June when the 
Soviet delegation walked out on the 10-nation group then 
consulting in Geneva. 


On the face of it the separation of talks relating to 
nuclear weapons from those concerned with general or 
partial disarmament seems rather arbitrary but it is re- 
ported that opinion in Washington circles is unfavorable 
to the amalgamation of the negotiations. This is perhaps 
understandable in view of the recent obstructionist attitude 
of the Russians over the question of inspections to enforce 
any nuclear weapon test ban. It may be thought that 
the merger of the test ban talks with the general dis- 
armament negotiations may still further complicate the 
latter. ‘ 

_ But it seems to us, if any progress is to be made at 
all on the subject of excessive armaments, that sooner or 
later the whole problem must be gone over afresh through 
international discussions. It may be pointed out that a 
nuclear weapon test ban, even if it can be agreed upon, 
would not involve the abolition of nuclear weapons, nor 
would it prevent a continuance of stockpiling, although it 
could no doubt prevent the improvement of nuclear weap- 
ons. Scientists and technicians engaged in planning new 
and more deadly nuclear weapons would be denied the 
practical aid of experimental explosions and presumably 
would have to rely entirely upon theory. 

While we fully appreciate all the arguments against 
a resumption of nuclear weapon testing, we are convinced 
that nuclear weapons have come to stay and that this fact 
must be taken into account into any plans for disarma- 
ment. Indeed, at the risk of disapproval in some quarters, 
we feel we should not hesitate in declaring our belief that 
the general question of disarmament is of even greater 
urgency than the nuclear test ban issue. It appears to 
us clear that if a general measure of disarmament—not 
perhaps complete disarmament but a substantial reduction 
by all nations of the present armaments—were made possi- 
ble the need for nuclear weapons, their testing and stock- 
piling, would be less acutely felt. 


The order of procedure in grappling with the present 
situation must, it seems, be as follows—first, to reduce 
the danger of war and to eliminate the desire for war by 
whomsoever held; second, to secure an agreed measure 
of quantitative disarmament; and then, third, to proceed 
to abolish all nuclear weapon tests and go on to get reduc- 
tion of the existing stockpiles of such weapons. 

Only if the world can so reform itself as to be able to 
abolish all weapons, do we expect to see agreement to 
abolish all nuclear weapons. We have reached a stage today 
when the distinction between nuclear weapons and the so- 
called “conventional” weapons is an artificial one; all are 
weapons and they exist because men cannot trust each other 
sufficiently to abolish every thought of the possibility of war 
and to agree to rely entirely on peacefyl means of settling 
disputes and clearing up misunderstandings. 


There }s, however, no use in allowing ourselves to be 
buried in a mist of idealism, however soothing. Coming 
down to the barest practicalities, we can see no possibility 
of any major advance in disarmament so long as interna- 
tional communism, spearheaded from Moscow, adheres to 
its plan to dominate the world. Such an ambition is bound 
to meet with opposition. Hence the cold war, which may, 
at any moment, given a favorable opportunity, erupt into 
an armed conflict. 

If Soviet Russia wishes to make progress now with all 
phases of disarmament, we suggest that the first thing it 
needs to do is to convince the nations that it has abandoned 
all ideas of world peeeree and will ban any further sub- 
versive movements in other countries aimed at securing 
Communist domination. Thus, one great cause for the 
maintenance of gigantic armaments would be obviated, 
and the world would be relieved of a situation in which 
war is liable to break out almost by accident and without a 
fixed intention for war on the part of any particular nation 
or nations. 


_ Ikeda’s Plans for Reshuffle 


Aim in Changing Cabinet, Party Office Lineup to Strengthen Position 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
has brought to an end the 
38th regular Diet session which 
lasted for 165 days. But there 
is no time for Ikeda to sit 
back and relax; for two im- 
portant matters await his at- 
tention. 

They are Ikeda’s visit to the 
United States (Ikedé leaves here 
June 19 for Washington, returns 
home June 30) and a reshuffle 
of Cabinet members and officers 
of his Liberal-Democratic Party 
in July. 

With .the Diet session over, 
the Liberal-Democrats are now 
talking about the reshuffle plan 
rather than Ikeda’s visit to the 
United States. 

The eight factions of the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party, familiarly 
known as the “eight divisions” 
headed by eight “commanders,” 
have commenced their ma- 
neuvers in preparation of the 
reshuffle plan. 

Aim of Reshuffie 

Ikeda met former Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida Mon- 
day and other factional leaders 
later on to tap their views on 
his visit to Washington and 
asked for their cooperation. At 
the same time, Ikeda discussed 
with them ways to carry out 
the Cabinet reshuffle, which is 
due after his return from the 
U.S. trip. 

The exact date of the Cabi- 
net reshuffle is not known _ et, 
but may be between July 20 
and the beginning of August. 
Most observers think that it 
will. be probably toward the 
end of July. 

The crucial objective behind 
Ikeda’s plan to change the 
lineup of Cabinet members and 
party officers is to assert his 
position as president of the 
party, which is expected to ex- 
pire July next year. 

Through this plan, Ikeda must 
encourage his supporters and 
strengthen their cooperation, 
thus firmly establishing = his 
leadership within the party. 
At least he must stave off 
any crisis which may impair 
his leadership before the elec- 
tion of the party president next 
year. 


Ikeda's Successor 

There is no doubt that Ikeda 
desires to remain as party presi- 
dent through the election and 
maintain his political regime 
and that he is conceiving the 
reshuffle plan toward that goal. 

However, ideal and reality do 
not necessarily coincide. Ajl- 
though one should not be rash 
in making a prediction over the 
outcome of next vear’s party 
election, it is believed that Ikeda 
will voluntarily step down from 
the candidacy for party presi- 
dent. 

If that happens, according 
to observers, Ikeda’s No. 1 suc- 
cessor is likely to be former 
Finance Minister Eisaku Sato, 
with former Foreign Minister 
Alichiro Fujiyama second 
choice. 

When Cabinet members and 
party officers are named to 
form a new Cabinet and fill 
the party office or when a 
reshuffie is planned, if is 
customary to set a_ certain 
criteria in carrying out such a 
plan. 

In this particular case it 
hinges on the following four 
questions. 

With All Factions? 

1. Does the next Cabinet in. 
clude members of all factions 
in order to keep a balance be- 
tween factions and attain a 
unity within the party, or does 
it include only those who be- 
long to Ikeda’s own faction or 
supporting factions? In the lat- 
ter case, all the rest of the 
factions whose members are not 
included in the Cabinet will 
unite against the Ikeda faction. 

2. Are the factional represen- 
tatives in the Cabinet, leaders 
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of factions or factional mem- 
bers of second importance? 

3. Is Ikeda going to em.- 
phasize in the reshuffle plan 
the strengthening of party jead- 
ers (including party secretary 
general and two other import- 
ant positions) rather than the 
Cabinet itself? 

4. Is the reshuffle drastic or 
just a minor change in lineup? 

In regard to the first ques- 
tion, Ikeda is said to be con- 
sidering including  represen- 
tatives from other factions in 
an effort to achieve unity with- 
in the party. 

He is taking the stand that 
the new Cabinet should be 
formed mostly of “big names.” 
Ex-Premier Nobusuke Kishi and 
his brother Eisaku Sato, both 
regarded as important Liberal- 
Democrats, however, hold a 
critical view of this stand. 

Yoshida Behind Scene 

Opposition exists even with- 
in the Ikeda faction, which 
fears that participation of in- 
fluential leaders would even- 
tually blot out the possibility 
of Ikeda reassuming the 
premiership in the election 
scheduled for July 1962. 

Meanwhile, some observers 
mention the name of ex-Premier 
Shigeru Yoshida as the man 
behind the scene in tracing the 
reason why brothers Kishi and 
Sato are taking a rather nega- 
tive stand toward Ikeda’s new 
reshuffle plan. 

They quote Yoshida as having 
told Sato and Ikeda regarded 
as his proteges that the re- 
organized Cabinet should be a 
coalition among Ikeda, Kishi 
and Sato faction members in 
influential posts. 

Yoshida is also quoted as hav- 
ing said that approaching Ichiro 
Kono, ex-director of the Econo- 
mic Planning Agency, Takeo 
Miki, ex-director of the Science 
and Technology Agency and 
Kenzo Matsumura, ex-Education 
Minister might only result in 
the buildup by anti-Sato fac- 
tions of a stronger foothold, 
dispelling at the same time the 
possibility of the premiership 
eventually falling into the 
hands of Sato. 

Pattern of Cabinet 

Meanwhile, the rumors which 
were current for some time 
after the second Ikeda Cabinet 
was formed last December that 
Ikeda sought to smooth out the 
antagonism between Yoshida 
and Kono or that Sato ap- 
proached Kono apparently to 
ask his support for the eventual 
formation of a Sato cabinet 
have already been brushed 
aside as groundless. 

Many patterns are conceiv- 
able for the reshuffle but as 
things stand now, fhe possibi- 
lity of a lineup of respective 
faction executives which Ikeda 
apparently favors is quite 
negligible and the probability is 
that members of medium stand- 
ing might finally be picked for 
the new cabinet posts. 

The only ones likely to be 
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renamed among present Cabinet 
members are Finance Minister 
Mikio Mizuta, Agriculture Minis- 
ter Hideo Suto and Foreign 
Minister Zentaro Kosaka. 

Party members agree that 
the reshuffle of top party 
executives would very possibly 
end in a resignation of present 
secretary general Shuji Masu- 
tani (Ikeda faction), executive 
board chairman Shigeru Hori 
(Sato faction) and policy board 
chairman Takeo Fukuda (Kishi 
faction). 

On the basis of this specula- 
tion, respective factions are 
covetously eyeing the post of 
secretary general. 

Kishi and Sato are already 
maneuvering to get the post 
for their respective nominees: 
either Munenori Akagi, ex-direc- 
tor of the Defense Agency or 
Takeo Fukuda and Shigeru 
Hori. 

The probability is that Kishi 
will put increasing pressure on 
Ikeda for his appointment of 
either of the former two 
nominees. 

On the other hand, Ikeda and 
his close associates are standing 
pat on the nomination of Iwao 
Yamasaki, ex-chairman of the 
National Public Safety Commis- 
sion or Shigesaburo Maeo, ex- 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Minister. Ikeda is said to 
be particularly inclined toward 
the appointment of Yamasaki as 
new secretary general. 

Kishi-Sato Support 

As it stands now, the ap- 
pointment of a new secretary 
general would become the focal 
point of the party executive 
reshuffle. 

At the same time, however, 
it is also certain that Kishi 
and Sato are in a position to 
affect the party reshuffle quite 
decisively. 

Whether or not Ikeda will 
make up his mind to form 
the “new maincurrent faction” 
with the support of the Fishi 
and Sato factions is the biggest 
factor in determining the 
characteristics of the third Ikeda 
Cabinet and the new Liberal- 
Democrat executive body. 

However, it will not be too 
easy for Ikeda to establish a 
Ikeda-Kishi-Sato joint front, 
since leaders of antimain cur- 
rent factions, such as Kono, 
Fujiyama, Miki and Matsumura, 
have expressed strong opposi- 
tion against the formation of 
the so-called “new main current 
faction.” Ikeda may have to 
change his original plan to es- 
tablish a new main current 
faction in favor of  reshuf- 
fling the Cabinet on the 
basis of suprafactional princi- 
ples, in the event the opposi- 
tion by these antimain current- 
ers are extremely strong. 

On the other hand, the Ohno 
faction, another antimain cur- 
rent faction, is said to be 
gearing to press Ikeda to name 
the faction leader Bamboku 
Ohno, former vice Prime Minis- 
ter, as new vice Prime Minister.

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Understanding 
Japanese Thinking 


To the Editor: 
Dr. Ingeborg Wendt (June 7) 


made some earnest and 
thoughtful suggestions showing 
the need of the West to under- 
stand Japanese ways of think- 
ing. I, too, think Western peo- 
ple should understand Japan 
better. 

Particular mention was made 
of the alleged differences in the 
mental attitudes of Japanese 
people when they speak of dei- 
ty as kami or of their emperor 
as divine. 

It is the prevailing manner 
of cultured modern students and 
travelers to treat the Japanese 
views on these matters as 
esoteric and highly nationalized 
attitudes. The thrust of the 
foreign approach exemplified by 
Dr. Wendt’s letter is, of course, 
the idea that understanding will 
remove barriers and a process 
of harmonious’ acculturation 
will move the world on toward 
what I might call, facetiously, 
the Toynbee millennium. 

After 20 years of residence in 
China and Japan, with the op- 
portunity to observe and read 
and listen to such matters as 
these, my impression is that the 
differences imagined to exist 
here are superficial. A _ long, 
careful look “under the rug” 
tends to remove the rosy glow 
of mystery which the average 
foreign tourist or scholar comes 
prepared to find in Japan. 

The Japanese understanding 
of kami and the divinity of the 
emperor as an object of wor- 
ship does differ from Christian 
thought in the West. I believe 
and rejoice in it, for in that 
Christian difference lies the 
hope of mankind to escape from 
the terrible spiritual and moral 
bondage of ancient idolatry. 
The difference, however, is 
deeper than national culture. 

The irresistible pull of idol- 
atry in its crass, repulsive form, 
as in cannibalism and witch- 
craft: or its more aesthetic 
forms of skilled craftmanship 
and beautiful architecture; or 
even in its subtle new form of 
20th century intellectualism and 
sex-glorification, offers nothing 
new. It is simply a phenome- 
non of world apostasy. 

This remarkable modern na- 
tion of Japan is still the world’s 
most elaborate showcase of an- 
cient idolatry. From Hokkaido 
to Kyushu, from the family 
butsudan and kamidana on up 
to the majestic shrines at Ise 
and Yasukuni, the essence of 
Japanese culture is controlled 
by that idolatry against which 
the Christian missionary Paul 
spoke in ancient Athens, Rome 
and provincial towns. It is a 
vivid demonstration of the 
spiritual decline from original 
monotheism, as described in 
Romans 1:18-32. 

Western savants who come to 
Japan with their’ clicking 
cameras and wide-eyed wonder 
scarcely realize what they are 
seeing. They reject the unique, 
redemptive theism of Christiani- 
ty to fall victim to the seduc- 
tive lure of paganism and idol- 
atry. This massive downward 
pull of idolatrous nature-wor- 
ship and man-worship is con- 
cealed under the attractiveness 
of artistic beauty and mystic 
systems of philosophy hoary 
with age. 

Nevertheless, the condemna- 
tion of God rests on all who 
hold down the truth in ungod- 
liness and worship the creature 
rather than the Creator The 
Western interest in the religions 
of the East marks a significant 
trend which is far different 
from the popular idea that it 
represents progress toward uni- 
versal good brotherhood. 

It is a fresh and terrible ex- 
pression of sinful man’s evasion 
of the seeking God. Modern 
man also hides himself among 
petty idols of his own making 
which he can control and use 
to prolong his rebellion. The 
Bible calls on all men, East or 
West, to repent. We should 
heed the words of Paul £ 
Athens—that “Kyoto” or “Nar#’ 
of ancient Greece—when he was 
calling them to forsake their 
idols to serve the living and 
true God.

Two Against Nixon 


Rockefeller, Goldwater Pincers Movement On 


WASHINGTON -- Two 
most genial rivals are smiling 
with the utmost politeness 


upon Richard M. Nixon—while 
they build “keep out” fences 
against him in two of the 
most critical areas of the coun- 
trv. 

A big pincers 
movement 
which conceiv- 
ably could shut 
the former Vice 
President off 
from a second 
Republican no- 
mination for the iam 
President in 
1964 is now in 
motion. It Bae 
comes from the ; = 
left of the party, in the person 
of Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, and from the right, 
in the ‘person of Sen. Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona. 


Texas, one of the Big Six 
states in terms of convention 
and also electoral power, has 
already been turned definitely 
toward Goldwater if he 
seriously tries for the ‘64 no- 
mination. For he had a heavy, 
and perhaps even a decisive, 
hand in bringing about the re- 
cent election of the first Re- 
publican senator from Texas in 
many decades, John Tower. 


Tower and other Texas Re- 
publicans are not unappre- 
ciative. It is, of course, too 
early to say flatly and simply 
that Goldwater can have the 
Texas delegation to the next 
GOP Presidential convention if 
he really wants it. But he 
will surely stand first in line 
for the favor of Texas’ Re- 
publican delegates. Tower did 
not pine for Nixon’s aid; Gold- 
water was his man and mentor 
all the way. 


This first thrust in the one- 
two punch against any ready 
Nixon dominance of the 1964 
convention—to abandon the 
fence metaphor and take up 
one of boxing—is now being 
strongly followed up by Gov. 
Rockefeller. And not only in 
vital New York State, but also 
in its environs. 


He has taken an openly con- 
trolling hand in the selection 
of a Republican slate, headed 
by Louis Lefkowitz for mayor, 
which is going all the way to 
seize New York City’s vast 
City Hall this year. Two things 
about. this frank Rockefeller 
participation in “local” affairs 
are plain: 


He believes the Republicans 
really can unseat the Demo- 
crats in the city; otherwise he 
would hardly be so active. 
And he is building up in the 
city a totally pro-Rockefeller 

wer center with which 
Nixon would not have even a 
look-in for 1964. 


But Rockefeller is doing 
even more than this. He 
also giving highly advertised 
assistance to the campaign for 
governor in New Jersey of an 
old Nixon associate in the 
Eisenhower Administration,

it a point to suggest that 
while he would welcome 
Mitchell's support in his own 
reelection campaign next year, 
he just doésn't believe he will 
need any help from Nixon. 
Isn't Nixon the present head 
of the Republican party, 
Rockefeller is asked. Well, he 
says, yes, he is “the titular 
leader.” 


What all this comes to is 
that Rockefeller is strengthen- 
ing his position for the Presi- 
dential nomination in New 
Jersey as well as in New York 
and so pushing Nixon farther 
and farther out of any corner 
in an important part of the 
East. Goldwater is doing the 
same thing for himself in the 
Southwest, which, if he can 
control Texas, is no small slice 
of the country. 

Nixon is discovering a truism 
of politics. This is that ex- 
tremes often come together 
against the middle, at least for 
temporary purposes. In _ this 
case it is the GOP Rockefeller 
left and the Goldwater right 
against the centrist Nixon. 


True, the juncture this time 
will almost certainly not be 
enduring; for if Goldwater him- 
self does not get going at 
the convention, he is far more 
likely to accept Nixon than 
Rockefeller in the end. And it 
is not necessarily a deliberate 
juncture, except in the sense 
that both Rockefeller and Gold- 
water have an immediate in- 
terest in stopping Nixon. 


But, enduring or not and 
fully conscious or not, this one- 
two from Goldwater and 
Rockefeller is positively doing 
Nixon no good in the mean- 
time.
